Previously, St. Joseph’s church 
served in the role of a mission 
and its formal establishment as 
a parish is of great importance 
for the community and for all 
Catholics within this area. 

Father Gregory Sheridan is a 
popular leader and he and other 
active members of the church are 
largely responsible for the oute 
standing progress made in recent 
years.
